Don't Hitch, Says 
J. S. Medary 


J. S. Medary at the meeting of the 
manufacturers and jobbers unioYi last 
night spoke against the plan outlined 
by the Bttsines&mesfs association to 
investigate rate 
conditions 
in 
the 
state and have the secretary work in 
conjunction 
with 
the railroad 
rate 
commission for the betterment of lo­ 
cal rates. 
No action was taken by the 
union on the matter. 
“Jobbers who have had experience 
well know that there is nothing to he 
gained by going atter rate reductions 
or corrections with a brass band," 
said Mr. Medary. 
“I would ask mem­ 
bers who have matters of this kind 
to be adjusted to work through this 
organization (Manufacturers & Job­ 
bers* union). 
“ At the last meeting of the Board 
of T rade a resolution was introduced 
providing that the secretary of that 
society make a study of the rate si­ 
tuation. and it was 
even 
suggested 
that he should go to the W isconsin 
and 
Minnesota rate commissions to 
get posted on the methods of proce­ 
dure.
